Notre Dame—The possibility of 
founding at Sydney, Australia, a 
Catholic university patterned after 
the University of Notre Dame was 
discussed by Norman Cardinal Gil- 
\roy, Archbishop of Sydney, dur- 
ing a visit last week to Notre 
Dame. 

While at Notre Dame, Cardinal] 
Gilroy told reporters he was “most 
desirous of getting the Holy Cross 
Fathers, whose educational work 
I greatly admire, to establish a 
university similar to Notre Dame 
in my own archdiocese.” The Car- 
dinal revealed also that he had of- 
ficially invited the Congregation 
of Holy Cross, through its Superior 
General, the Very Rev. Albert F. 
Cousineau, C.S.C., to undertake 
such a project. 

It is understood. that Father 
Cousineau and his advisors are giv- 
ing serious consideration to the 
Australian prelate’s invitation. 
Last December Father Cousineau 
and the Rev. Christopher O’Toole, 
C.S.C., Assistant Provincial of the 
United States Province, Holy Cross 
Fathers, visited Australia at Car- 
dinal Gilroy’s request to survey 
prospects for founding the first 
Catholic university in that nation. 
Cardinal Gilroy praised the work 
of Catholic chaplains from the 
United States during the war in 
the Pacific. He pointed out that 
“these chaplains and the tens of 
thousands of American Catholic 
soldiers, sailors and marines who 
served in the Pacific during the 
war, were the greatest ambassa- 
dors of good will the United States 
had in that area because they prac- 
ticed their religion at every op- 
portunity.”

“The Crusades saved Europe 
from the Mussulman invasion an 
this was their immediate good. 
Their influence was felt, too, in a 
manner less direct, but not less 
useful. The Crusades had been 
preached by a religion of equality 
in a society divided by odious dis- 
tinctions. All had taken part in 
them, the weak as well as the 
strong, the serf and the baron, 
man and woman, and it was taught 
by them that the equality of man 
and woman, which Christianity 
taught, was made a social fact. 
St. Louis declared “SY he could 
do nothing without th® consent of 
his queen, his wife. It was from 
this period that we must date that 
influence of woman which gave 
rise of chivalric courtesy, the first 
step towards refinement of man- 
ners and civilization. The poor, 
too, were the adopted children of 
the Christian chivalry of the Cru- 
sades. The celebrated orders of 
Palestine were instituted for the 
protection of poor pilgrims. The 
Knights of the hospitals called the 
poor their masters. Surely no les- 
son was more needed by these 
proud barons of the Middle Ages 
than that of charity and humility. 

“These ideas were the first to 
shake the stern despotism of feu- 
dality by opposing to it the gen- 
erous principles of chivalry which 
sprang all armed from the Cru- 
sades. Bound to the military orders 
by a solemn vow—and in the in- 
terests of all Christendom — the 
knight felt himself»free from feu- 
dal dependence and raised above 
national limits, as the immediate 
warrior and servant of the united 
Christendom and of God. Chivalry 
founded not upon territorial in- 
sonal distinc- 
tion, necessarily weakened nobility 
by rendering it accessible to all, 
and diminishing the interval which 
separated the different classes of 
society... .. 

“But it was not the national 
feeling alone which was fostered 
by the Crusades. Relations of fra- 
ternity, till then wholly unknown, 
grew up between different nations, 
and softened the deep-rooted anti- 
pathy of races. The knights, whom 
a common object united in com- 
mon dangers, became brothers in 
arms, and formally formed per- 
manent ties of friendship. That 
barbarious law which gave the 
feudal lord a right to call every 
man his serf who settled in his 
domains was softened. Stranger

Another factor besides politics 
which has kept most of the Slav 
nations out of the Roman fold, is 
the kindship of race.’ Under the 
war cry “Pan Slavism” the super- 
most effort has been made to keep 
all the Slav nations united against 
the western nations, and also unit- 
ed under the Orthodox religion. 

Wisner remarks: “Today all the 
Balkans except Greece and Tur- 
kish Thrace are Moscow’s puppets, 
meagerly “rewarded for their sub- 
servience.” That is why it is easy 
to launch a persecution against the 
Catholic Church in these countries.

The American war for independ- 
ence was fought to enforce the 
“principle” that “taxation without 
representation is tyranny.” When 
the Catholic Hierarchy is accused 
of seeking public funds for part 
support of the parochial schools, 
the charge is unfair. There was 
never any thought on the part 
of even a single member of the 
Hierarchy to procure support for 
the Catholic schools from state 
funds. The only time members 
of the Hierarchy expressed its 
mind on the matter of participa- 
tion in public funds was when a

The Idea Of A 
Newman Club 


Any society which is to endure 
over a period of time must be 
dynamic; that is to say, it must 
create its own energy, its life 
must be fed from within, not 
merely stimulated from without. 
The principle or source of this life 
must be belief in an objective. The 
firmer the belief, the more vital 
the objective, the brighter’ will 
burn the inward flame. So often 
I have seen church societies lag 
because their members could not 
see clearly just what they were 
accomplishing through the society. 
A Communion breakfast now and 
then, an occasional party, a little 
entertainment; all these were but 
a shot in the arm, stimulating, 
but not establishing a permanent 
source of vital energy. If New- 
man Clubs are to achieve the im- 
portance which they should achieve 
in any institution of higher learn- 
ing they too must be dynamic. 


Newman Clubs in this country 
have within the last year or two 
found new vitality by reorganiza- 
tion along the lines of Catholic 
Action suggestive of the reorgan- 
4zation of the Holy Name Soci- 
ties. They have inter-national, na- 
tional, and provincial affiiliations. 
In addition to an executive com- 
mittee, the various units have com- 
mittees for each and every form of 
Catholic Action. Thus one group 
of officers does not have to over- 
burden itself with too many re- 
sponsibilities. In consequence, na- 
tional, provincial, and local groups 
have obtained a new lease on life. 


However, I believe that the vast 
majority of Newman Clubs are 
far from exhibiting the vitality 
which they should manifest, be- 
cause they see their purpose and 
objective only imperfectly and ob- 
securely. In all too many cases 
regulation of the body ‘pulse has 
to be accomplished by periodic 
shots in the arm. It does not 
spring from the life within. 


The membership problem of the 
Newman Clubs dissolves itself na- 
turally into two parts: 1. Inter- 
esting non-members in the Club; 
2. Maintaining member interest. 
The first of these challenges us- 
ually is met with less difficulty 
than the second. 


1. The new student on any cam- 
pus usually is quite willing to 
join a Newman Club or any other 
organization which will take him 
into its fold. Being strange, and 
anxious to please and to make 
friends, the freshman is quite 
thrilled when he receives a per- 
sonal invitation to join from the 
secretary of the Newman Club, 
which, he has heard, is a very ac- 
tive and influential organization 
with national and inter-national 
affiliations. In small colleges, at 
least, the number of new students 
who will turn out for the opening 
reception will be almost one hun- 
dred or Right then and there 
the Catholic Action character of 
the elub should be stressed.

This is why he must acquire the 
Philosophic Mind. He must know 


what basic Catholic principles are 
fundamental to every department 
of human knowledge, and he must 
know how they affect various 
phases of human.life.

N Richard Brooks’ sadly materialistic war-time novel, The 
Brick Foxhole, there is an introductory author’s note end- 
ing in these words: “. .. if God created man in His own 
image, then it is time God looked to His images.” 
Even on one reading, this is something closely akin to 


what is known as 


the old switcheroo.. For rather than say: 


“If God created mah in His own* 
image, then it is time man looked 
to His Creator,” Mr. Brooks would 
have God do the checking. 


This lamentation of Mr. Brooks 
might be paraphrased to read: 
“Stop idling around, God; look at 
the trouble we’re in now.” 

For Mr. Brooks was most cer- 
tainly in trouble. His novel, while 
it drew reviews including such de- 
scriptive words as “photographi- 
cally-exact,” “cross-section,” 
“sreat power,” “true,” “courage- 
ous,” “wonderful,” concerned itself 
with a group of soldiers whose lot 
it was to have te-spend the war 
in and near Washington, D. C. 
These public servants were sub- 
jected to the rigors of barracks 
life, desk jobs, three squares a 
day, and were seemingly at the 
mercy of the civilian population 
during their free time. For this 
last the soldiers built defenses 
around drinking bouts, sexual in- 
vestigations and murder. 


Mr. Brooks would have us think 
that these men suffered miserably 
in this business, that they are 
heroes of a sort—‘“. . . thousands 
whose lot is the least enviable of 
any in the armed services.” But 
typical of his heroes is Jeff, who 
hears that his wife has been un- 
faithful and, disturbed by this 
news, seeks comfort in the utterly 
unfaithful arms of one of the local 
prostitutes. 


cannot remember that even 
one of Mr. Brooks characters was 
man enough te get down on his 
knees before his God. No, there 
were other ways. His imaginary 
soldiers took it out on the civi- 
lians, or took to damaging them- 
selves. There wasn’t an exami- 
nation of conscience made among 
them. The blame was continually 
put on someone else or on their 
environment. Rather than fit their 
lives to God’s plan, they were 
asking God to catch on to theirs. 
It comes up with monotony. In 

# recent issue of Time magazine, 
one of Italy’s Communist leaders 
was asked how he happened to get 
led astray. His answer in part: 
“I never had much education... 
] began to lose my faith. ‘God?’ 
I thought, ‘if you really exist, I 
can't see that praying to you does 


a 


much good these days’... In 1922 
I became a Communist.” 

I can remember a friend of mine 
in an army hospital explaining 
why he had stopped going to 
church: “Ged let my brother get 
killed and I’ve got a_ broken leg. 
Why should I listen to Him any 
longer ?” 

Whether we become members of 
the Party, grovel in the dirt of 
brothels, or stop attending church, 
it is a sad commentary on the 
human person that we can’t face 
it. 

Perhaps we drift away slowly. 
It may be something that has 
never really been cleared in Con- 
fession. It may be a shady busi- 
ness deal, a quick grab for money 
that was bound to hurt someone 
else. Perhaps we just didn’t have 
the nerve to walk out on that first 
obscene night-club show. 

Each case will be different, but 
each wrong not repented will leave 
a callus and a number of calluses 
will mark the owner as a probable 
candidate for’ the Devil’s ranks. 
From there it is downhill, continu- 
ously hiding behind the anti-Gods. 

The scum of the world is inter- 
laced with the men who won't get 
down on their knees and ask for 
help. They will not face God, and 
as a consequence they drift into 
the anti-God corporations that are 
spotting the earth. And they are 
naturals for these groups, because 
without God they are playing 
footie with the Devil. 

Have we forgotten: “Thou shalt 
not tempt the Lord thy God?” 

Have we forgotten: “If thy 
right hand is an occasion of sin 
to thee. . .?” 

When will men stop running 
around in circles looking for exits 
out of God’s plan? Certainly the 
Holy Ghost is on hand, if men 
want Him. Certainly an exami- 
nation of conscience can be made 
in a short time. 

Unlike the cast of The Brick 
Foxhole we will have to get down 
on our knees, we will have to 
recognize God and not turn the 
tables and ask that He recognize 
us.

Ryan 
served as chaplain, that he became 
famous. Who does not remember 
him for his “Conquered Banner” 
and “The Sword of Lee?” At 
least you had to memorize them 
in English. Perhaps at that time 
you wished Fr. Ryan had never 
been born, but now as the old fam- 
iliar verses crowd your memory, 
you cannot help but breathe a little 
prayer for his great soul. 

After the war, Father Ryan, for- 
mer Confederate soldier, now mis- 
sionary priest, was stationed at 
Nashville and Clarksville, Tennes- 
see. Later he was transferred to 
St. Mary’s Church, Mobile, Ala- 
bama, following a short stay at 
Augusta, Georgia, where he wrote 
the “Banner of the South.” 

The poet-priest of the South re- 
mained at Mobile until 1883, when 
he obtained a leave of absence from 
Bishop Quinlan. The purpose of 
this leave was to give Father 
Ryan ample time to make a lec- 
ture tour of the country on a 
cause of the greatest interest to 
the South. 

Although he was unaware of 
the good riest himself was not 
far m ath’s door when he 
heard of the passing away of his 
old friend, Bishop Quinlan. Fr. 
Ryan’s spiritual condition was even 
bettered when he made a fervent 
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Now an 
ever increasing number have be- 
come doctors, dentists, lawyers, 
journalists, engineers and scient- 
ists. This is due in large measure 
to the constant encouragement 
they receive from the faculty. But 
most of all Father Ryan is proud 
of its sons who have already been 
ordained to the Sacred Priesthood 
and of the others on the way.

Certainly the most extravagant 
dreams of the founder of this school 
have been realized. It has paid 
for itself many times in the amount 
of good it has done: If the late 
Bishop Smith, under whose instru- 
mentality Father Ryan was estab- 
lished, could only walk down the 
hall, view the picture of each gra- 
duating class and read the achieve- 
ments of “his boys,” his heart 
would swell with pride. 


The Catholics of Nashville are 
proud of Father Ryan. Proof of 
this is fully demonstrated by the 
support the Catholics give to all 
Father Ryan affairs. They are be- 
hind her one hundred percent. Prior 
to the establishment of this school, 
there was a certain inferiority com- 
plex on the part of the Nashville 
Catholics, but that has now van- 
ished. Father Ryan is able to

It Says Here

4INAJHY take Latin? Why be 
bored with the ancient cul- 
tures of Greece and Rome? I'll 
never go to those foreign countries. 
Hence, what good will those lan- 
guages or the history of those peo- 
ple do me in the United States?

_ How often have you as a student 
In a high school heard the same 
comment! PerlLaps you even have 
expressed yourself in a _ similar 
vein. You just don’t see any prac- 
ticality in the classics. They are so 
different from a study of seience, 
sociology, economics or even al- 
gebra. 


Most of those who take any for- 
eign language think the study of it 
a kind of revival of the slavery of 
the Old South whereby, they the 
slaves, must toil unceasingly for 
their masters, passing grades. 
Evidently, they seem to miss the 
purpose of the high school educa- 
tion, which is to train young minds 
in habits of precision and accuracy 
of thought. 


Thus the example that began 
this essay illustrates in a wider 
sense how far the modern student 
is from realizing the original ob- 
jective of the high school course. 
Constantly, he demands to be 
shown the “practicality” of the 
subjects he is obliged to take. The 
fact is that very little in the 
course was ever intended to be 
“practical,” at least according to 
his definition of “practicality.” 


A favorite alibi of the modern 
student is: “Latin is a dead lan- 
guage, because it is not used as a 
mother tongue in any country to- 
day. Therefore, since it is dead 
how can it expect to cope with 
the vast expanding vocabularies of 


other languages in direct transla- 
tion?” 


They are right. Latin is a “ 

language,” but that is all the ma 
reason for a Catholic high school 
student to study Latin as it is the 
background of the entire liturgy 
of the Roman Catholic Church. By 
learning Latin, especially if you 
are fortunate enough to study

Be that as it may, the Irish have 
something in their “spirit” that 
cannot be broken.

We have observed the remark- 
able effectiveness of this commit- 
tee’s work in all these war-torn 
countries of Europe. Had UNRRA 
been administered with the same 
devotion to the cause of relief of 
human suffering that has charac- 
terized @e Catholic program there 
would be an entirely different pic- 
ture, both economic and political, 
in Europe today. 


Nuns Found Wherever 
Relief Is Needed 


Wherever there is need for re- 
lief, there you will find a Sister 
of Charity in her wide white coif 
administering to the sick, the 
wounded and the “starving. I say 
“wounded” advisedly, because there 
is sporadic and isolated guerrilla 
warfare going on throughout al- 
most all the Balkan countries.

Russia’s Demands

gary and Romania, the Russians 
demanded that the relief supplies 
be turned over to them for dis- 
tribution. But Jim Norris and the 
Sisters of Charity said “no.” If 
the Sisters could not personally 
deliver relief supplies the trucks 
and wagons would stop coming. 
The Russians fumed and argued. 
but finally gave in because the 
Sisters of Charity have become so 
popular with the poor and dis- 
tressed inhabitants the Russians 
didn’t dare bar them. 

This policy was

Armed with food, clothing and 
medical supplies from UNRRA, the 
Kremlin-trained .relief staff went 
about these countries distributing 
the supplies, more than 80 per 
cent of which had been donated 
by America. All families who re- 
ceived UNRRA help in these coun- 
tries were required to sign -a 
pledge that they would vote 
Communist. If they didn’t sign 
they got no help: The Communists 
in charge of distribution told them 
the supplies were the gift of Rus- 
sia. 

The people, few 
could read, and practicall 
of whom understood nglish, 
couldn’t tell from the labels, 
which were in English, that. the 
Communists were lying. They 
were led to believe that Russia 
was the great and good provider 
that the Americans didn’t care if 
they did suffer and starve. And 
the Russians did it with our sup- 
plies paid for by American dol- 
lars. That is the tragic, almost 
treasonable scandal of UNRRA ad- 
ministration in the Balkans. 

In sharp contrast the work of 
the. National Catholic Welfare 
Committee has been a great bul- 
wark against Russian penetration 
during these last two years, while 
the Americans were slowly awak- 
ening to the Soviet menace. It is 
practically the only agency which 
serves all races and all creeds 
throughout Europe except the 
American Quakers Relief Com; 
mittee which is doing just as fine 
a job only on a smaller scale. 

In Paris wé visited the Mother 
House for Relief, under direc- 
tion of the beloved Sister Rege- 
reau. It adjoins the little chapel 
in the Rue du Bac where the body 
of Ste. Catherine Labourne lies be- 
side the altar, visible through the 
glass wall of her crypt. We 
watched the Sisters of Charit. at 
their work of organizing relief 
We talked to them about their ex- 
periences oh the trucks and wag- 
ons, in the villages, in the hills 
and in the port towns. 

Their eager devotion to the 
cause, their profusely expressed 
gratitude to the Americans for 
giving them “a chance to serve 
God and humanity,” the uplifting 
inspiration of their saintly faces, 
made me, the son of a Methodist 
minister, profoundly grateful for 
the existence of the Catholic 
Church and especially for the mer- 
ciful service of the Sisters of 
Charity. 

I recalled what one of Amer-

Sig FLANAGAN, who won a monogram as an end on the 1943 Notre 
Dame national championship eleven, recently withdrew from school 
to enter St. John’s Seminary, Brighton, Mass., 
where he has begun his studies for the secular 
riesthood. He hopes to work among boys fol- 
owing his ordination, and most certainly has an 
ideal background of athletics and war service that 
would appeal to boys. He entered the Navy’s 
V-12 program at Notre Dame in the spring of 
1943 and upon completion of his navy work at 
Notre Dame was transferred to midshipmen’s 
school, eventually winning his commission as an 
ensign at Northwestern University’s Abbott Hall, 
Chicago. 
Future Fr. Flanagan... 

Soon after that he was transferred to the fleet 
in the Pacific where he first served aboard an LST, 
then was assigned to the dangerous underwater demolition projects 
that were carried out so successfully throughout the Pacific theater 
by the Navy. He was discharged from the Navy in the spring of 
1946, whereupon he returned to Notre Dame to continue the studies 
that had been interrupted by war. An injured knee sustained early 
in the fall of 1946 prevented him from making the grade for the second 
time in two tries on a national championship eleven. 

When he returned to the university early last month, Flanagan 
informed Coach Frank Leahy that he had decided to withdraw and 
enter St. John’s Seminary. However, in order to get himself in the 
best possible physical condition before beginning his studies for the 
priesthood, Flanagan worked out every day with the varsity squad 
until his departure. Another star Notre Dame player—a close friend 
of Flanagan’s—may also enter the seminary when he completes his 
studies at the university. 

Flanagan played on the last freshmen football squad at Notre 
Dame until the present season opened last month. In the spring 
of 1943, -because of the war, all freshmen and residence eligibility 
rules were done away with for the duration at all schools, but now 
those rules have been reinstated, hence all schools again have fresh- 
men squads as such. 

The freshmen class that entered with Flanagan at Notre Dame 
in 1942 produced some of the university’s greatest football play- 
ers. His frieshmen teammates included Johnny Lujack, Emil Sitko, 
Joe Signaigo, Fred Early, Frank Dancewicz, Fred Rovai, Gasper 
Urban, Bill Heywood, Bob Palladino, Lancaster Smith, Ted Budyn- 
kiewicz and George Terlep. Of that group, Lujack, Sitko, Signaigo, 
Early, Urban Heywood, Smith and Hudynkiewicz are back in 
school for one or two more years of competition; Dancewicz, who 
was 4-F throughout the war, was graduated with his class in 1946 
and is now playing professional football in Boston; Rovai was 
discharged by the army after limited service and was graduated 
last June: Palladino has transferred to Boston College, while 
Terlep is playing with the Buffalo Bills of the All-American con- 
ference. 


All Rugged .. . 


As this is being written, the football season is under full sway 
all over the country, all Catholic college elevens having played at 
least one game by this time. Notre Dame opened at Pittsburgh yes- 
terday in the first game in defense of the national championship it 
won last year. Since Notre Dame has been picked by practically every 
expert to finish on top again this year, it is obviously considered the 
best of Catholic school teams, too. From the east comes the word to 
look out for Villanova, with Boston College and Holy Cross contenders, 
too. But observers down east say it is Villanova, and that the latter 
will have a surprise or so up its sleeve before the curtain falls. 
Parker of Holy Cross is being touted as one of the east’s outstanding 
tackles. | 

Detroit and Marquette, both with rugged schedules, have in 
the main inexperienced material, but both are expected to get 
better as the season rolls along and the mew men catch on to the 
know-how of players who have been around longer than they. St. 
Louis U. falls in that category also. Detroit’s schedule opened with 
a breather against Central Michigan, then the Titans tackled 
Oklahoma and Wayne, and now coming up they have Marquette, 
Villanova, Duquesne, St. Mary’s, Nevada, St. Louis U. and Tulsa. 
Marquette has played South Dakota and St. Louis, then tackles 
Detroit, San Francisco, Wisconsin, Michigan State, Villanova, In- 
diana and Arizona. 

Oh, yes; there’s another Catholic school team which shouldn’t 
be sold short, either. That’s Duquesne. The Dukes are just getting 
back into the swing of things after the war, and to show that 
they, too, intend doing things he hard way, they have already 
met Geneva, Western Michigan and San Francisco, and now face 
nobody else but Alabama, Mississippi State, Detroit, Maryland, 
Clemson, Wake Forest and St. Louis. What? No Chicago Bears? 

I haven’t heard much as yet about Dayton, Xavier or John Carroll, 
but those teams are usually able to take care of themselves in their 
own leagues in Ohio and should be up to their usual standards. 

Out on the Pacific coast the boys are saying that St. Mary’s is 
the team to beat, with Santa Clara gradually working its way back 
to the pre-war heights it had ascended, while Ed McKeever’s University 
of San Francisco eleven will get rougher as the season progresses. 
Herman Wedemeyer of St. Mary’s is being hailed on the coast as an 
almost sure-fire All-America halfback choice this year. The Hawaii- 
born speedster has been outstanding in the college game ever since 
he moved in from the islands and may make the grade this year on 
the No, 1 team.

HEN I was a very young child

sins. I confessed them but I still 
worry very much about them. What 
should I do? 

If you have confessed these sins 
then it is decidedly wrong for you 
to keep on worrying about them. 
Your Faith tells you that they 
have been removed completely by 
the Sacrament of Penance and 
therefore you are to really believe 


this teaching. What is serious here |: 


is not the fact of the former sins 
but rather your lack of Faith. 
However, for the sake of easing 
your conscience it might be well 
from time to time to include these 
in your regular confession, not for 
the sake of confessing them over 
and over, but rather to remind 
God that you are truly sorry for 
them even though they have been 
forgiven. This will also have the 
effect of keeping you from falling 
back into the same sins again. 


The important thing though is to 
be assured that the sins are wiped 
away and that as a matter of fact 
they are no longer on your soul, 
even though there may be tem- 
poral punishment left. Quit worry- 
ing about it. Confession is sup- 
posed to promote peace of mind, 
not a troubled mind. 


When you have been tempted for 
quite a few days to do something 
wrong but don’t do it and you try 
to keep it out of your mind but 
stil] it sticks, is it wrong?

Presented In 1854 
In 1854, the year of the procla- 
mation of the dogma of the Im- 
maculate Conception, a generous 
narishioner of the small Church at 
Cap-de-la-Medeleine was inspired 


to present to the Church a good 


sized Madonna... a Virgin with 
lowered eyes and delicate features 
_ destined to rest on the altar of 
the chapel. The statue was to be- 
come the miraculous Shrine whose 
fame spread far beyond the boun- 
daries of the parish and, in fact, of 
the whole country. The same 
statue, resting above the main al- 
tar of the Shrine is still venerated 
by millions of Catholics today. 
Our Lady of the Cape is the 
Queen of Canada and regardless of 
what small town or hamlet you 
may happen to visit in Canada most 
of its Catholic inhabitants will 
speak enthusiastically, yet humbly, 
of the many wonderous works that 
have been wrought by veneration 


of the Blessed Virgin through this | 


beautiful Madonna. 
“Bridge of Ice” 

These miracles date back to 1873 
when the presiding Bishop ordered 
a new church to be constructed for 
Cap-de-la-Madeleine since the old 
church was too small for the ever 
growing Catholic pépulation. How- 
ever, the stone that was to be 
used in the building of the new 
church had to be transported across 
a river. The town’s people were 
praying for a “bridge of ice” to 
be formed. Each winter the river 
usually froze over. However all 
throughout January, February and 
half of March no ice, appeared on 
the river, even though the temper- 
ature frequently went down to 
zero, 

At last on Marech.15th, Father 
Desilets, curate.in the parish, made 
a vow to the Blessed Lady that if 
she would help them he would keep 
the old church intact and dedicate 
it to the devotion of Mary under 
the title of Our Lady of the Most 
Holy Rosary. That same day a 
bridge of ice appearéd and work- 
men started hauling tons of cut 
stone across the river. The ice on 
the river was so thin that in spots 
the men were able to poke sticks 
through the sheet into the water. 
It did not appear that the ice could 
Support any weight whatsoever, 
nevertheless they worked all night 
and the next and no one was in- 
jured. Whenever any one of the 
workmen became frightened the 
leader of the group pointed to- 
wards the church and told them 
all that Father Desilets was still 
Saying his beads in the Shrine. The 
new church was completed and the 
old church is still intact. All of 
Ag Desilets’ vows were ful- 
Llied, 

Her Eyes Opened

Centers are 
set up for Holy Mass, census, Cate- 
chism, health, recreation and in- 
formation, through priests, semi- 
narians, Sisters and laity. Its 
Apostolate Office remains open the 
year round.

Northern Indiana is credited 
with 14,000 seasonal migrant 
workers, the majority of whom are 
Mexican Catholics from Texas. 
The Diocesan Catholic Rural Life 
Director of the Fort Wayne Dio- 
cese has contacted every county in 
this diocese in survey of Mexican 
families, laborers, married and 
single, distance from a Catholic 
Church, and whether any Catholic 
services or religious instruction are 
provided in this Diocese for these 
migrant fellow Catholics. Survey 
on length of work term, wage scale, 
recreation and religious needs is 
made throughout the diocese.

Women To Enter 


Into Public Life 


Rural Life Leader 
Echoes Pope’s Plea 
In Radio Program 


New York, Sept. 28—(NC)— 
The Holy Father’s pleas to Chris- 


|tian women to enter actively into 


public life were echoed on the 
Catholic Hour here today by Msgr. 
Leo J. Steck, St. Louis Archdio- 
cesan Director of the Catholic 
Rural Life Conference, delivering 
the last in his series of four ad- 
dresses on the national religious 
rogram produced by the National 
Council of Catholic Men in con- 
junction with the National Broad- 
casting Company. 

“The need of the hour is women 
who are fearless leaders and not 
weaklings,” Msgr. Steck emphasiz- 
ed; “women who put their religion 
above all else; women who dare to 
be different; women who are will- 
ing to be Christophers—Christ- 
bearers—to live Christian lives at 
home, in public, at play and at 
prayer.” 

“Women, your destiny is at 
stake,” he declared. “Public life 
needs you... The fate of the 
family, the fate of human relations 


fare at stake ... Every woman has 


the obligation in conscience to go 
into action, to hold back those 
currents which threaten the home 
and world peace.” 


Monsignor Steck paid tribute to 
the pioneer women who hel 
push back the American wilder- 
ness, and said: “Modern woman 
must not be less courageous. Di- 
vine Providence can supply what- 
ever women lack. en the 
wreckers of civilization can be 
daring, what excuse can women 
have before God, if they are less 
daring ?”
